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Dwarf  Mistletoe  Program  Planning 
for  the  Rocky  Mountain  Region  (FY  1987“91) 


Dwarf  mistletoe  program  activities  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Region  were  recently  summarized  by  Johnson  (1986).  This 
included  accomplishments  funded  by  the  USDA  Forest  Service, 
Forest  Pest  Management  (FPM)  from  1970-1986.  The  purpose  of 
this  report  is  to  define  the  needs  for  additional  survey  and 
suppression  activities  for  the  next  five  years  (1987-1991) • 
This  will  be  helpful  in  formulating  and  supporting  continued 
program  funding  and  help  to  focus  needs  at  the  Forest  and 
District  levels. 

This  listing  is  a  compilation  of  Forest  requests.  Final 
funding  and  allocation  of  targets  may  be  adjusted  according 
to  the  availability  of  funds,  biological  evaluation  and  cost 
effectiveness  of  each  project. 

Specific  guidelines  on  the  use  of  FPM  funds  for  dwarf 
mistletoe  projects  and  available  silvicultural  practices  are 
contained  in  FSM  3420,  FSH  3409-11,  Chapter  62.1,  and  R-2  FSH 
6/83  Amendment  2  in  Chapter  30  of  the  Silvicultural  Practice 
Handbook. 

The  following  list  of  tables  contains  the  specific  funding 
requests  by  fiscal  year  for  each  Forest  where  dwarf  mistletoe 
has  been  recognized  as  a  management  concern.  The  majority  of 
the  projects  are  concerned  with  control  of  lodgepole  pine 
dwarf  mistletoe,  Arceuthobium  americanum.  Some  control  of 
ponderosa  pine  and  Douglas-fir  dwarf  mistletoes,  A.  vaginatum 
subsp.  cryptopodum  and  A.  douglasii ,  respectively,  are 
planned  on  the  Pike  and  San  Isabel  and  Rio  Grande  National 
Forests.  Presuppression  surveys  and  suppression  activities 
(overstory  removal,  sanitation  thinning,  stand  replacement, 
and  barrier  treatment)  are  listed.  Summary  tables  that 
include  all  Forests  and  needs  by  fiscal  year  are  also 
presented.
